DEFYING SENATORS | 


Sends Nomination to the Senate 


After a Conference With But- 
ler and the Nominee. 


LEADERS ARE SURPRISED 


Hurried Calls Are Sent . Absen- 
tees as Both Factions Pre- 
pare for a Sharp Fight. 


REJECTION IS PREDICTED 


- Votes, and Warren Opponents , 
Hope to Add to Their Strength.

WASHINGTON, March 12.—President 
Coolidge today defied the Senate and ig- 
nored the advice of the Républican lead- 
ers who called on him yesterday when, 
after a breakfast conference with 
Charles B. Warren and Senator Butler 
of Massachusetts, he resubmitted to the 
Senate the nomination of Mr. Warren 
as Attorney General. 

Senator Butler, it is said, told the 
President that in his opinion enough 
votes could be ‘commanded to confirm 
the nomination if it was submitted 
again. It is understood that Mr. War- 
ren did not desire to press the President 
to continue the fight but agreed without 
protest ta the decision reached by the 
Presigent and Senator Butler. 

When news of the President’s action 
reached the Capitol there Was no effort 
on the part of the Administration Sena- 
tors to conceal their surprise. A number 
of these leaders, tineludifig Senator Cur- 
tis, the Republican floor leader, and 
Senator Watson, called upon the Presi- 
dént yesterday. and told him they were}: 
convineed that the nomination would be 
beaten.if returned.. After a recapjtilar 
tion of the situation this event 
were still of the opinion that 
“Coolidge faced a second defeat, and’ that 
it might be even more severe this time. 
.«. A spectacular finish to the controversy + 
4s promised, as both advocates ang: op- 
ponents of the nomination have sent 
word to all absentee Senators in their 
camps who could be reached to hurry to 
the capital for the final battle, which 
may be staged toniorrow or Saturday. 
A telegram was even sent to Senator La 
Follette, outcast of the Republican 
Party, yho is in Florida and has not 
attended a Senate session. for many 
weeks. i ° 

Coolidge Takes Responsibility. 

The nomination was resubmitted by 
the President to the Senate without 
comment and was received in silence and 
referred t6 the Judiciary Committee to be 
passed upon before direct action is taken 
by the Senate. This was at noon. Three 
hours after the President had thrown 
down the~ gauntlet, however, there 


* was made public at the White Howse’ a 


statement in which Mr. Coolidge em- 
phasized the fact that he assumed. full 
responsibility and leadership ‘in the 
fight. This statement read: 

“It- was officially announced at the 
White House that at the request of the 
President Mr. Warren consented to al- 
low his name to be submitted to the 
Senate.” 

President Coolidge was represented to- 
day as believing that he has the right to 
rame his own Cabinet members. He 
has assumed full responsibility for Mr. 
Warren's record and took the initiative 
in insisting that the Senate’ have an- 
other opportunity to pass upon the qual- 
ifications of his nominée. On that basis 
the President hopes that he may break 
the ranks of his opponents and win 
enough votes to obtain confirmation. 

There were reports at the White 
House that. Mr. Warren would appear 
before the Senate Judiciary Committee 
tomorrow to answer the criticisms on his 
connection with the sugar interests. Mr, 
Warren remained at’ the White House 
most of the day and declined to discuss 
his plans. 

President Coolidge has been told that 
two Democratic Senators, who did not 
participate in the vote last Tuesday, 
Senator Underwood of . Alabama and 
Senator Glass of Virginia, are not un- 
friendly to Mr. Warren, and that Sena- 
tor Norbeck, Republican, of South Dako- 
ta, who voted against Mr. Warren on 
Tuesday, may switch, 

Critical’ of Senate Leadership. 

The President, it was explained in 
White House circles, feels that the Sen-4 
ate leadership was not effective on last 
Tuesday. It was said that Senator Cur- 
tis, the Republican floor leader, and 
others in charge, were too hasty in 


. bringing the question of confirmation to 


a vote and had erred in permitting a 
vote after having informed Vice Presi- 
dent Dawes that it would not be taken 
until the following day. 

Such reports circulated among Sena- 
tors and were a matte? of no little com- 
ment. There appeared ‘critics, and 
among them Republicans, who contend- 
ed that had the President shown more 
finesse in dealing with the whole prob- 
lem of obtaining confirmation of the 
nomination the result would have been 
different. *.The attitude of more than one 
Senator might have been changed, it was | 
held, had the President lent'a hand in 
various manoeuvres which were going on. 

The course taken by Senator Curtis 
in permitting. the nomination to come 
to a vote on Tuesday was defended. 
For one thing it was said that Senator 
Curtis had reason to believe that Sen- 
ator Underwood: of Alabama, who in- 
tended to leave Washington for ten 
days on Tiesday evening, would vote 
for Mr. Warren.

Statement Confesses Error. 


A contrite and repentant statement, 
confessing error and promising reform, 
was issued on behalf of .the company 
yesterday by its lawyer, former Judge 
John A. Bowles, who said:

Mr. Sinclair with the 
transactions: and would 'trace the Lib- 
erty bonds which he said had come into 
the possession of Fall to their sources 
in New York and elsewhere. 

W. F. Lacey of the defense counsel 
retorted that the matter of the bonds 
wagfnot only hearsay but ‘‘double hear- 
say” and cited many decisions of Fed- 
eral and State courts which, he insisted, 
buttressed the position he took. 

The Sinclair lawyers were ‘prepared 
and had their authorities ready, and 
this was why, when Mr. Roberts asked 
for. time to prepare his‘reply ‘to:the de- 
fense arguments, Judge’ Kennedy ruled 
that the serial numbers of the bonds 
could .be ‘read for identification, their 
admission as evidence to be determined 
after Mr. Roberts made. his argument in 
eply. to. Mr., Lacey tomorrow .morning. 

Mr. Lacey and his colleagues sought 
by every means to keep even the serial 
numbers off the record, but Judge Ken- 
nedy ruled they could come in and their 
admissibility decided later in the trial.

A Seldow Wed Before. 


But -Seldow’s troubles did not end 
there. They took another dramatic turn 
when .it was.discovered that a Jack Sel- 
dow of Minsk, Russia, son of Max Sel- 
dowitz and Geta Plotkin, had been mar- 
ried on Sept. 17, 1921, to an Annie 
Mitchell. Seldow. also was born in 
Minsk, |Russia, the son of: Max Seldo- 
witz and Geta Plotkin. He was married 
to Miss Woodson on Feb. 4, 1924. That 
he had ever been married before was 
denied by Seldow angrily, by his wife 
tearfully, by his» mother-in-law anx- 
tously. . ’ 

There the matter stood when Seldow 
finally was taken back to the Tombs 
for the night.. But it is this point more 
than ang other that will decide whether 
Seldow 18 to return to his bride and 
freedom or to Elmira and a prison cell. 
It is felt that the conviction for assault 
tan be disposed of-easily. The assault 
was known to the Elmira authorities 
and they had been satisfied that it did 
not make necessary the revocation of 
his parole. What- the Blmira authori- 
ties were interested in primarily yester- 
day was whether since Seldow’s re- 
lease he had been .Jjiving‘an honest and 
an upright life. In that connection they 
are investigating the coincidence ‘of the 
two Jack Seldow+ marriages.

-.The document Mr. Chamberlain read, 
written largely by others, expressed sym- 
pathy with the object .sought, but stated 
frankly'‘that England and her Dominions 
could not accept the protocol in its pres- 
ent form, as drafted by the 1924 Assem- 
bly of the League. 

The first point made was against the 
provision for compvlsory arbitration, 
which the English Government has al- 
ways opposed on the ground that certain 
matters cannot, for nationalist reasons, 
be submitted to, arbitration by others. 

The second point was the allegation 
that the protocol creates a new system 
which, in creating new occasions for ap- 


plication sanctions, increases the obliga- | 


tions of League members. 

Thirdly, Mr. Chamberlain made an at- 
tack on the plan for economic: warfare, 
on the ground that as long as other na- 
tions, especially America, were out of 
the League, the League members could 
not be asked to cut off trade with an 
alleged offending nation if that: action 
meant only that its trade would go. to 
the United States, constituting a loss 
for the League of Nations without sefi- 
ously influencing the offending country. 

The Foreign Secretary then charged 
that the plan to provide absolute cessa- 
tien of military preparations pending 
investigation would militate against the 
prospective victim because the potential 
aggressor would have placed his fight- 
ing.machinery in the proper place before 
the danger of ‘war became acute and the 
League stepped in.

The dinner was held up while other 
members of the local continued_on the 
uest for the missing guest. He was 
finally discovered under the canopy at 
the entrance to the hotel. 

“This is too swell for me,’’ he ex- 
plained, glancing through the door at 
the richly carpeted staircase and the 
jeweled women in evening dress who 
were passing through the lobby on their 
way to dinner. ' 

e was finally pursuaded to come up 
to the music room ‘where the dinner was 
about to begin, and again he balked at 
the door. “I tell you, its too swell. 
he repeated. “Anyway I must. get to 
bed early, as I want tq get an early 
start to work in the morning.” 

With this statement, he departed and 
his chair remained vacant. 

‘‘Rush” was born in old Chelsea Vil- 
lage and in his youth he was the light- 
weight champion of the village and the 
pride of ‘‘Hibernian Row.’’ He resides 
now at 441 West Forty-seventh Street. 
He started washing walls and carrying 
paint buckets for the master painters, 
as they were termed in those days, at 
the age of 12. 

Since’ he has grown old in the trade he 
likes to tell of his achievements as the 
oldest slapper of paint, as he'calls it, 
in New York. He relates with pride of 
his work in the homes of Harry Payne 
Whitney, Brig. Gen. Cornelius Vander- 
bilt and the late William Douglas 
Sloane. 

He doesn’t believe, however, in the 
present day customs of union painters 
who ca toothbrushes and nail files, 
and he thinks the painters of today rush 
their jobs too much, paying too little 
attention to hiding wall cracks and 
knotholes..

BIG STRIKE STARTS 
IN NORTHERN ITALY 


Trouble Begins Among Metal 
Workers and Is Spreading— 
Fascisti and Foes in It.

ROME, March 12.—Italyis in the 
throes of the first important strike since 
the advent of Fascismo to power. Start- 
ing as an agitation among the metal 
workers of the engineering trades in 
Brescia for increase of .weges, the 
strike has spread rapidly throughout 


‘Lombardy, with Milan, Pavia, Bergamo 


and other centres being ‘affected. 

‘The strike was declared in Brescia by 
the Fascist trade unions. Deputy Ros- 
soni, head of the Fascist trade union 
movement, went to Brescia and de- 
livered a speech in which he said that 


Fascismo had not made the revolution in 
order to ‘‘fatten the wallets of the rich 
or to swell the profits of capitalists.’’ 
He said the workers would strike until 
thet, demands were completely recog- 
nized. 


The situation is complicated by thee 
. fact that the Socialist trade unions im- 


mediately followedthe Fascisti’s example 
and also called a strike. So, Lombardy 
now finds itself in the anomolous posi- 
tion of having these traditional arch-en- 
emies allied in a wage war against capi- 


talists. 

The opposition press says this strike 
proves the failure of Fascismo,. The 
greatest boast of the Fascisti, these 
papers remark, is that they, stopped 
strikes, ‘‘while here are strikes Under the 
new régime not only possible but liable 
to break out at any moment.” 

The Fascist Press replies that the pos- 
sibility of strikes were never denied by 
the Fascist philosophy. The point the 
Fascisti make is that strikes should be 
used only as a last resort and always 
for economic reasons. Within these lim- 
its, says the Fascisti, there is. nothing 
against strikes.

PROTOCOL WRECKED 
BY CHAMBERLAIN

and polished, and showing long and 
careful preparation, was delivered at 
the morning session of the Council. 


Briand Defends the Protocol. 


M. Briand replied at the opening; of 
the afternoon session, with only’ three 
‘hours fer preparation.. He declared the 
protovol represented the unanimous plan 


of forty-seven Governments, including 
that of Great Britain, and it was an ex~ 
aggregation for the British spokesman to 
say today that it was totally bad. 

In,.a brilliant address, flashing with 
shafts of humor and sarcasm, the vet- 
eran French statesman, as. one of the 
— 1 authors of the protocol, de- 
ended it as being much more in keeping 
with the spirit of the international 
equality of nations than the plan pro- 
posed by Mr. Chamberlain of particular 
compacts among the mighty nations. 

He said it placed on England or any 
other signatory no more obligations in 
reality than they already faced through 
the Covenant of the League: it merely 
fil up holes in the cdévenant. ‘After 
answering in detail the British objec- 
tions, he declared that France rested on 
the true protocol, ‘but was willing to 
listen to any proposals for changes. 

‘In sharing the regret of Mr. Chamber- 
lain that America was not a meniber of 
the League he expressed the hope and 
conviction that she would be one day. 

“The document read-to us is marked 
by a high serenity and gentle philosophy 
which I hesitate to affront. have. 
tasted this philosophy and appreciated 
its nobility. and I wonder if my philoso- 
phy is fit to face it. The general con- 
siderations formulated ‘this morning 
against the protocol are inspired with 
the noblest gb 7 , 

Signor Sciolaja of Italy read a state- 
ment which rather’ took the middle 
ground between the English and French, 
promising Italian sympathy for any ef- 
fort at the next Assembly to work out 
fhe system suggested by Mr. Chamber- 
ain. 

M. Hymans of Belgium declared he 
regarded the protocal as the best way 
to solve the security problem, but fail- 
ing.,that, was willing to discuss any 
pa which would receive general adhe- 
Bion. 

Viscount Ishii of Japan said his coun- 
try believed» in the protocol it had 
ae but would follow with ‘“honor- 
able attention and interest’’ the develop- 
ment of any™“new plan. 

Tomorrow Dr. Benes of Czechoslovakia 
will conclude the debate in defending 
the protocofk and will propose a resolu- 
tion by which the protocol would be 
technically sent back to the Assembly 
for possible modification. 


Protocol Considered Virtually Dead. 


However, while the survival of the 
shadow of the protocol represents a cer- 
tain satisfaction for France and the 
smaller Allies, and while there is some 


discussion seriously going on of retain- 
ing the protocol for those who wish it) 
it is generally realized that the British 
4Position means practically the end of 
the protocol as now framed, and Mr. 
Chamberlain’s statement shows that 
London is really opposed to the basic 
idea of compulsory arbitration, which is 
the foundation of the protocol plan. The 
obvious superior advantages of any 
 apati which would have British ad- 
herence indicates that whatever plan is 
worked out will be radically different 
from the protocol in its present form. 
The system of regional compacts, rec-

really get into the international spirit, 
which so suffers today from the non- 
adherence of England within the League 
and America on the outside. 
Bearing in mind that the _ present 
Council meeting has seen spiking. the 
protocol as drafted and also spiking the 
proposed [nglish-French-Gerfhan guar- 
antee treaty, it is not overpessimistic to 
say that the whole League security prob- 
lem is back where it was two years ago, 
with the two exceptions of the new Eng- 
lish disposition to guarantee the ~French 
Wastern frontier one way or the other, 
and the probability of Germany’s join- 
ing the League.

ENGLAND GIVES OUT 
CHAMBERLAIN TEX7 | 


Address Delivered Before the} 
Council of the League Care- 
fully Prepared.

LONDON, March 12.—The Foreign Of- 
fice this afternoon gave up the text of 
the carefully prepare address deliverd. 
today by Austen Chamberlain, Secretary 


of State for Foreign Affairs, before the 
Council of the League of Nations at 
Geneva. , 

Mr. Chamberlain, after declaring that 
while successive British Governments 
favored arbitration his Majesty’s present 
Government saw insuperable objections 
to signing and ratifying the protocol in 
its present shape, said: 

“It is declared that the object of the 
protocol is to facilitdte disarmament 
and it proposes to attain this most de- 
sirable end (1) By closing certain gaps 
in the scheme originally laid down in 
the Covenant forcibly ete interna- 
tional disputes and (2) By ‘sharpening 
sanctions, especiglly economic sanctions, 
by which, under the existing system, 
aggression is /to be discouraged and 
aggressors coerced.” 

There were objections to compulsory 
arbitration which might easily outweigh 
the theoretical advantages. So far.as the 
Court of International Justice was con- 
cerned this view was taken in 1920 by 
the British delegation, while the British 
delegation of 1924 made a reservation 
in the’ same connection which so far 
as Great Britain was concerned greatly 
limited universal application of the 
compulsory principle. 

Into this branch of the controversy 
Mr. Chamberlain did mot purpose to en- 
ter, although his Government's objec- 
tions to compulsory arbitration had been 
increased by the provisions of the pro- 
tocol owing to the weakening of those 
reservations in Clause 15 of the. Cov- 
enant which were designed to prevent 
armed interference by the ague ‘in 
matters of domestic Fn agmcuanane Mr. 
Chamberlain continued: 

“His Majesty’s Government are now 
more immediately concerned to inquire 
how far the change in the Covenant ef- 
fected by the protocol is likely to in- 
crease the responsibilities already un- 
dertaken by States that are members of 
the ey The framers of the protocol 
regard themselves as the authors of a 
new system through which alone can be 
realized the great_ideal to which hu- 
manity aspires. Thelast thing they 
contemplate is the possibility that their 
proposals will leave things very much as 
they stand under the Covenant, and in 
this his Majesty’s Government is en- 
tirely of their opinion. 

“How, indeed, can it be otherwise? 
Fresh causes of disputes are to be decid- 
ed by the League. Fresh possibilities 
of defying its decisions are thereby 
created; fresh occasions for: application 
of coercive measures follow as a mat- 
ter of course, and it is therefore not 
surprising that, quite apart m the 
problem of disarmament, the question of 
sanctions should be treated at length in 
the clauses of the protocol. i 


League as It Was Designed to Be. 


**As all’the world is aware, the League 
of Nations in its present shape is not 
the League designed by the framers of 
the Covenant. They no doubt contem- 
plated, and as far as they could pro- 
vided against, difficulties that might 
arise from the non-inclusion of a cer- 
tain number of States within the circle 
of the League membership. But they 
never supposed that among these States 
would be found so many of the most 
powerful nations in the world, least of 
all did they foresee that one of them 
would be the United States of America. | 

“It is no doubt true that there are 
many points of view fgom which these '

promise. Though the United States re- 
mains in friendly. dloofness, individual 
Americans have freely helped, both by 
sym: y.and service, while the gen- 
erosity of the American public has 
tly aided some causes in which the 
Eeague is deeply interested. 
“Could, therefore, attention be con- 
ed. to present and past, it might be 
said with truth that the problems whicn 
even the weakened League had to 
face have never overstrained its 
machinery. 

“The hope may be justified that this 
good fortune wiil ‘continue, but surely 
it is most unwise to add to the liabili- 
ties already incurred without 
stock of the degree to’ which the ma- 
chinery of the Covenant has been al- 
ready weakened by non-membership of 
certain great States. , 

“In -truth the. change, especially as 
regards economic sanctions, amounts to 
a transformation. Economic sanctions 
if simultaneously directed by all the 
world against. a State which is not it- 
self economically self-sufficing, would 
be a weapon of incalculable power. This, 
or something not very different from 
this, was the weapon originally devised 
by the’ authors of the Coverant. To 
them it appeared to be not only. blood- 
less but cheap, effective and easy to 
use in the most improbable event of its 
use being necessary ¥. 

“But all this is changed by the mere 
existence of powerful onomic com- 
munities outside the mits ef the 
League. It might force trade into un- 


monly suffice, and if, unfortunately, it 
+ cera their effect when put into op- 
eration will doubtless be speedy and 
conclusive: But it is easy to imagine 
extreme. cases about which we dare not 
with the same assurance,, and it

Clause 15, containing provisions by 
which an aggressor State is required to 
p2y, all the costs of the war for which 
t is responsible and full reparation for 
all damages, public or private, which 
the war has caused and by which it 
is protected from any alteration of its 
frontiers and all interference with its 
internal affairs, was also subjected to 
criticism. ; 

With the sentiments which dictated 
those two provisions there was general 
sympathy, Mr. Chamberlafh said. But 
could such neralities be embodied in 
dogmas of inflexible rigidity? In the 
sternest courts of law, mitigating cir- 
cumstances are allowed to modify the 
jurgment of courts, and the British Gov- 
ernment failed to see why the League 
of Nations should deliberately deprive 
itself of the discretion all other tribu- 
nals were free to exercise.

War as Pathology: 


“Now it is unhappily true that circum- 
stances may be easily imagined in which

League, and with its collective assis- 
tance and approval, will become a@ tragic 
necessity, but such catastrophes belong 
to’ the pathology of international life, 
not’ to its normal condition. : 

“It is not wholesome for the ordinary 
man to be always brooding “over thé 
possibility of some severe surgical 
operation, nor is it wise for societies to 

ursue a similar course. It is more 
ikely to hasten the dreaded consum- 
mation than hinder it, and it certainly 
seems to his Majesty’s Government that 
anything which fosters the idea that 
the main business of the Le e is with 
war rather than with peace, likely to 
weaken it in its fundamental task of 
Cane the-causes of war without 
making it in every respect a satisfactory 
instrument for.organizing great military 4 
operations should the necessity for them 
be forced upon the world.” 

Replying ‘to the point whether the ob- 
jections to the protocol were not far 
outweighed by the blessings of disar- 
mament which would immediately follow 
its acceptance, Mr. Chamberlain asked: 

“Why should disarmament immedi- 
ately follow its acceptance? Why should 
a new scheme. succeed when old schentes 
have so lamentably failed? It no, doubt 
claims.to have closed some fissures in 
the wall of protection erected by the 
covenant round the peace of. the world, 
but it is not the possibility of attack 
through these alleged weak places in the 
covenant which haunts the imagination 
of those who hesitate to disarm. 

“They do not doubt, that the covenant, 
if kept, would be. sufficient to protect 
them, at least from attack by those who 
signed it. What they doubt is whether, 
sient it comes to the point, the covenant 
will be kept. Either ,some faithless 
members of the League will break its 
pledges or some predatory nation out- 
side the League will brush the covenant 
and protocol ruthlessly aside, defying all 
the sanctions by which they are. pro- 
tected. Brute force is what they fear 
and only brute force enlisted in their 
defense can, as they believe, give them 
mad security of which ‘they feel they 


need. 

‘His Majesty’s Government fail alto- 
gether to see how this situation is bet- 
tered by the protocol. Is is to be sup- 
posed that the security promised by the 
new system will be so complete that no 
armaments capable of being used or im- 
provised for offensive purposes will re- 
main in being? If not, is the balance 
of power between the States who desire 
peace and those who are plotting war 
to be adjusted in favor of the former? 
If so, on what principle? If not, then 
how are we advanced? ow will un- 
scrupulous aggressors be_ relatively 
weakened? How will their potential vic- 
= be rendered more capable of de- 
ense?”’ 


Aggressors Outside the League. 


In regard to the particular case of ag- 
gressors outside the League, Mr. Cham- 
berlain said: ~ 

“How does the protocol deal witlr 


them? It requires them to treat the 
situation as if they were members of 
the League, to accept its methods and 
conform to its decision. If they refuse 
they are counted as aggressors. ey_be- 
came the common enemy and every si 
ca State is bound to go to war wit 
em. 

“They may be in the right and have 
nothing to fear from impartial judges, 
he natfonal pride in some cases, per- 

aps a sense of wer, dislike of com- 
pulsory arbitration, distrust of the 
League to which, presumably, they al- 
ready refused to belong—all these mo- 
tives or any of them may harden their 
objections to outside interference, If so, 
the protocol designed to insure universal 
peace may only extend the area of war, 
the ssibility of which, if realized, will 
not improve the chances of general dis- 
armament.’”’ : 

In conclusion Mr. Chamberlain said: 

“The British Government is unwilling 
to conclude their argument on a purely 
critical note, and, though they cannot 
believe security can be reached by the 
route so carefully explored by the first 
and third committees of the League in 
1924, .they are willing to consider wheth- 
er some approach to it may not be made 
from the side unsuccessfully attempted 
in 1923, 

“They do not'agree, indeed, that with- 
out sanctions the League is powerless 
and treaties no better than waste pa- 
per. Doctrines like these seem to,them 
not only miscnievous but self-contradic- 
tory. very samction referred to either 
in the Covenant or the Protocol de- 
pends on treaties, and if no treaties are 
¢ value all sanctions must be worth- 
ess. 


“Do what we will, we have no choice 
but in the last resort to depend upon 
the plighted word, but this, it must_be 
admitted, does not settle the question 
whether the sanctions contemplated. by

‘“‘These fears may be groundless, but 
if they exist they cannot be effectually 
laid by: even the most perfect method 
of .dealing with yg beer disputes by 
the machinery of inquiry and arbitra- 
tion, for what is feared in such cases 
is ndt injustice but war, war deliber- 
ately undertaken for purposes of con- 
quest or revenge, and if so can there 
be a better way of allaying fears like 
these than by adopting some scheme 
which should prove to all the world that 
such war would fail? 

“Since the general provisions of the 
Covenant cannot be stiffened with ad- 
vantage and since the extreme cases 
with which the League may have to 
deals will probably affect certain na- 
tions or groups of nations more nearly 
than others. his Majesty’s Government 
conclude that the best way of dealing 
with the situation is with the coopera- 
tion of the League to supplement the 
Covenant by making special arrange- 
ments in order to meet special needs. 

“That these arrangements should be 
purely defensive in character; that they 
should be ‘framed in the spirit of the 
Covenant, working in close harmony 
with the League and under its guidance, 
is ‘manifest and in the opinion of his 
Majesty’s Government these objects can 
best be attained by knitting together 
the nations most immediately concerned 
and whose differences might lead to a 
renewal of strife, by means of treaties 
framed with the sole object of main- 
taining as petween themselves unbroken 


ace, : 

‘Within its limits no quicker remedy 
for our present ills:can easily be found 
nor any surer safeguard against future 
calamities,’’

“The declaration read to us this morn- 





Great Britain has exceptional impor- 
tance and this document will producd 
a profound impression among all peoples, 

‘We live in grave hours. The events 
in which we are concerned have great 
historical importance and when we come 
to exchanging views on peace and on 
‘war after the terrible catastrophe of 
recent years the sensibilities of the peo- 
ples .are profoundly moved. 

“I knew of the English document only 
through hearing it’ read this morning. 
It is a document of serious character 
and well reasoned, and you may judge 
it temerity on my part to reply without 
study. I ask your indulgence. I must 
reply to fulfill my mandate, and much 
more so. because I, whether I should 
congratulate myself or blame myself, 
was one of the responsible authors of 
the protocol. I hontred myself pub- 
licly by being the first to: sign without 
reserves in the name or my Government, 
and that puts upon me a moral respon- 
sibility which does not permit me to 
allow .to pass the criticisms you have 
heard without trying to make feeble 
answer. . 


Protocol Stresses War. 


‘Above all, the protocol offends be- 
cause it speaks much of war.- The 
document read to us informs us that 
the spirit of the League of Nations is 
turned toward peace, and” its author 
seems to think this wonderful work in 
itself has an idealistic force sufficient 
to impose peace on.the world without 
further botherin about the matter. 
Perhaps. But as I see it, peace is noth- 
ing else than absence of war, and when 
one seeks to assure peace one i8 obliged 
to think'that after all there have been 
wars at certain times and it is almost 
possible to intagine there may be others, 
and that an institution seeking to main- 
tain peace is obliged to concern itself 
with all ways and means which may be 
best to prevent war. j 

“It was under the influence of this sad 
necessity that the authors of the proto- 
‘col were obliged to speak of war much 
more oftem than they wished. Evi- 
dently when one is in good health it is 
disagreeable to think of sickness, but 
since we are told that war belongs to 
international agrees 2 if we do not 
wish to say it is absolutely incurable we 
must seek suitable doctors and medi- 
cines. That is the secret of the work 
of the Fifth Assembly. 

“The protocol sought means to prevent 
war. Did it succeed? It tried, any- 
how—it tried in all faith and sincerity. 
It is not to be forgotten that the Fifth 
Assembly met in an atmosphere of ex- 
ceptional solemnity. The eyes of the 
world were on it. We had just finished 
peatefully important international: tasks. 
Peace was spreading and“there were 
great hopes on the horizon, and we said 
that now our material cares being no 
longer dangerous to peace we would or- 
ganize against war. 

**Do not forget that forty-seven nations 
met in the Geneva Fifth Assembly. With 
the help of most distinguished jurists 
they studied the protocol. They worked 
seriously for days and-weeks while com- 
missions developed germs in the Cove- 
nant—genms of conciliation, mediation 
and arbitration already in the Coverrant, 
.“The Fifth Assembly was careful not 
to touch the basis of the Covenant. It 
set about stopping holes and closing 
leaks, but remained entirely faithful to 
the spirit of the Covenant. ”

Always in the case 
of war the applieation of sanctions has 
brought ,difficulties and. has caused. :re~ 
sistance.

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Professors Henderson and Hag- 
gard Expect to Curb Further 
Deaths From Asphyxiation. -

EXCELLENT RESULTS SO FAR 





Device, Also Used in Drowning and 
Electric Shock, Induces Ar- 
tificial Respiration.

NEW HAVEN; Conn., March 12.—Dr.. 
Yandell Henderson, Professor of Applied 
Physiology, with the associate, Professor 
H. W: Haggard, is at work at Yale Uni- 
versity upon the perfection of bis in- 
halator which, it is expected, will fur- 
ther reduce the death rate from poison- 
ous gases, other forms of asphyxiation, 
electric shock and drowning. Pending 
experiments the nature of the improve- 
ments will not be disclosed. - 

Reports for the last six months, how- 
ever, show that the present type of in- 
halator has reduced the number of fa- 
talities from various forms of asphyxie- 
tion. Several gas or electric companies 
{n various cities have equipped them- 
selves with the ‘‘H-H’’ inhalator, which 
is rushed to the rescue when a case of 
asphyxiation is reported. 

The present inhalator- is about the 
size of a dress suit case and contains 
@ small steel cylinder whichis filled 
with 95 per cent. oxygen and 5 percent. 
dioxide. It has a long tube with a cone 
to be placed over the nose and. mouth 
of the victim, and when applied in time 
induces artificial ‘respiration, causing 
exhalation of the poisonous gas or water, 
and in cases of electric shock revives 
the victim. The device’s chief field of 
usefulness is among miners or workers 
in garages. 


Carbon Menoxide Peril Grows. 


“The field in which the inhalation of 
oxygen plus carbon dioxide has had its 
most definite and extensive success,’’ 
said Professor Henderson, “‘is that of 
carbon monoxide asphyxia.~ In nearly 
‘all cities the number of deaths from 
this cause is large. It is exceeded only 
by a few of the more important dis- 
eases and, unlike meet diseases, deaths 
from carbon monoxide are steadily in- 
creasing in number. As a cause of mor- 
tality it is nearly as important as dia- 
betes. 

“Carbon monoxide has probably dis- 
placed lead as the most important in- 
dustrial poison. 

‘More than 400.deaths a year are as- 
signed in New York City to the city 
gas. 
cheap gas means a high content of car- 


bon-monoxide, and the fatalities rise 
accordingly. It is quite possible that, 
by scientific earch, improvements in 
gas manufacture could be ——— 
that would afford a gas for lighting, 
heating and cooking with distinct eco-. 
nomic advantages ( higher in methane 
and lower in carbon monoxide) and at 
the same time much less poisonous. If 
the carbon-monoxide content were re- 
duced one-half the deaths would prob- 
ably be reduced to a quarter or less of 
the present figures. 

“But this great industry has as yet 
no central research institute for such in- 
vestigations, an extremely short-sighted 

olicy. I am glad ‘to be able to add, 

owever, that the American Gas Asso- 

ciation supplied the funds by which the 
inhalation treatment of carbon-monox- 
ide was developed. 

“In many industries carbon-monoxide 
is one of the chief health hazards, 
notably around blast furnaces and in 
mines. Every stove in a dwelling house 
that can be checked to the point of in- 
complete combusion may give off carbon- 
monoxide and asphyxiate its owner and 
his family. When natural gas is used 
in imperfect appliances, dangerous 
amounts of carbon-monoxide are pro- 

uced. In the smoke from _ burning 
buildings it is the chief toxic constitu- 
ent. It is one of the dangers 
city firemen. face. > 

“Tt is the chief toxic constituent of 
automobile exhaust gas. The 10,000,000 
or 15,000,000 automobiles in which we 
Americans get our transportation, our 
recreation and our favorite atmosphere 
discharge average of about 2 cubic 
feet per car per nute.~ Even a Ford 
produces at least a cubic foot of carbon- 
monoxide a minute, enough to render a 
small closed garage deadly in five min- 
utes. Men who work in gafages and 
repair shops are almost d subjected 
o partial intoxication by carbon-monox- 
e. 


Other Countries Are Interested. 


“We already have records of patients 
treated and revived not only in many 
parts of the United States, but from 
Alaska on the west to Norway on the 
east. I have correspondence with min- 
ing authorities in England and with the 
Government Bureau of Industry in Hol- 
land looking to the introduction of the 
inhalation treatment as the. approved 
method oi resuscitation. 


“Under the conditions existing in our 
American cities today, every hospital 
ambulance should carry an _ inhalator. 
As regards the use of an inhalator on 
the ambulance, experience is showing 
that it helps to save life, until the pa- 
tient can be brought to the hospital. Not 
only in cases.of asphyxiation, but in a 
wide variety of forms of respiratory 
failure, including even concussion of 
the brain.” 

In cases of asphyxiation involving 
complete cessation of breathing, how- 
ever, thé manual prone_ pressure 
method of resuscitation should be used 
in preference to any other, said Dr. 
Henderson. He urged that all. employes 
of electric light or telephone companies, 
,Boy - Scouts, policemen and firemen, 
most of whom already know how to 
use the method, be required to master 
the manual principle of resuscitation. 

“With the increasing use of electric- 
ity,-not only for transportation and in- 
dustry, but also in our homes for light, 
for cooking and, most gerous, for 
the laundry, electric shock has come to 
be one of the ordinary hazards of mod-" 
ern life. and every one should know 
how to render first aid,” ~Professor 
Henderson continued. “The essentials 
of artificial respiration are that it 
should be applied without the loss of 
a@ moment, thout waiting to telephone 
or send for apparatus, and that, even 
if the patient is at first pulseless and 
apparently dead, it should be continued 
for three hours or until spontaneous 
breathing returns.” 

Professor Henderson said -that the 
time had passed for the “ambulance 
Physician’s favorite contribution to re- 
sucitation,” namely, a hypodermic in- 
jection, and urged that everybody learn 
the principles of resuscitation y the

NEW HAVEN, Conn.. March 12>

tology at Yale University and director 
of the Peabody Museum, said today that 
more than forty truckloads of specimens 
in the museum’s large collection had 
been moved into the new building and 
that the work of rearranging the ex- 
hibits was proceeding satisfactorily. 
More than 2,000 scientists from through- 
out the country are to attend the formal 
opening in December. 

A new method is to be followed in dis- 
playing the specimens, estimated to 
number more than ew ee Step by 
step from the dawn of-history the or- 
ganic evolution of man will be por- 
trayed. Incidentally, in the portrayal 
of man’s — the Garden of Eden will 
be absent, although -figures disclose that 
about 75 per cent.. of the. students at 
the Yale School of Divinity take the 
paleontolo course at some time in 
their He ate years. 

Man’s origin and progress in the new 
arrangement of the specimens is set 
forth merely as a part of the general 
evolution of the animal kingdom from 
the dim days when the world was young 
down to periods when concrete evidence 
is available. 

The collection of fossils is especially 
complete, containing many prehistoric 
specimens, such. as. the seventy-foot 

osaurus, the brontosaurus, slabs of 
rock showing about 23,000 hoofprints 
made by prehistoric animals and the ex- 
tinct toothed bird, the ichthyornis, or 
fish bird, found in Rooks.

e exhibits are already on view. The 
children, with the exhibits before them, 
1 hear lectures on the ways of animal 
and bird life. 

The evolution of the animal kingdom 
will be followed by more mature stu- 
dents through five halls on the groynd 
floor, the cxhibits showing biologically 
the phases of the progress of animals 
from mud to man. In the first of the 
halls will be exhibits showing the vari- 
ous forms of invertebrates. : 

Among the highly prized specimens is 
the stegosaurus or armored dinosaurus. 
The large fossils are to have a large hall 
to themselves, and are to be grouped 
around the brontosaurus. The Museum’s 
collection of fossil animals and birds 
found in this country, especially in the 
far West, is the largest of its kind. 

A section has been set aside for study 
of a reproduction of the sea bottom. 
Specimens are to be shown revealing 
the growth at various depths and at 
varions places. Colored corals, such as 
are found off the Bermudas or the Cata- 
lina Islands are already in place. When 

the specimens are in position a stu- 
dent will be able to visualize the bottom 
of virtually every sea. 

The history of the horse is portrayed 
through the famous collection assembled 
by the late Professor Orthneil C. Marsh, 
for thirty-three years professor of pale- 
ontology at Yale. It was due largely 
to Pri sor Marsh’s ‘expeditions and to 
the efforts of Professor Addison E. Ver- 
rill, James Dana and Edward Dana that 
e Museum attained its present stand- 
ing in the scientific field. The collec- 
tions were started in 1802, and in 1866 
the _- mineral collection formed by 
the late Professor Benjamin Silliman 
was moved into the abody Museum 
when George Peabody’s gift founded 
that institution. The mineral group, 
greatly amplified, is a feature of the 
museum. 

Mr. Peabody, in addition to endowing 
the museum, provided the money for the 
first eee an the collections going into 
a wing of the buildi This structure 
was torn down in 1917°to make way for 
the Harkness Memorial Building, and 
since that time the collections have been 
in storage. Ground for the new build- 
ing was broken in May, 1923, and the 
work of rehousing the collections was 
begun last October.

POLICE OUT To HANDLE JAM 


The Banner of Judea on the High 
Seas for the First Time In 
2,000- Years. 





Decorated from stem to .stern_ with 
flags of the international code and bear- 
ing the six-pointed star—the' shield of 


President Arthur of the American-Pal- 
estine Line sailed yesterday for the 
Holy Land with 400 passengers, begin- 


ing Palestine directly with New York. 

A crowd of about 5,000 persons gath- 
ered to see her off and congestion be- 
came so great that the reserves of half 
a dozen precincts were called to keep 
West Street traffic moving. Although 
the vessel was scheduled to sail from 
the foot of West Houston Street at 11 
o’clock, it was eight minutes before 
noon when she was cleared of visitors 
and got under way. ~ 

An emotional climax came when, after 
the singing of the Zionist anthem, ‘“‘Ha- 
tikvah,” -Jacob 8. Strahl, President. of 
the line, speaking from a decorated 
platform on the pier, said: ‘*This ever: 
.markg the advent, for the first time in 
more than 2,000 years of the flag of 
Judea on the high seas.’' This started 
an outburst of applause that swept thu 
length of the pier.. Some of the elderly 
Jews lifted up their voices and more 
than one was seen to wipe away tears. 

The crowd began to gather on the pier 
about’ 7 o’clock in the morning. The 
pier was decorated with flags and 
everywhere the blue and white flag of 
Zion was in evidence. Conspicuous was 
the apparatus for broadcas cer- 
emony through station WNYC. 

Time after time the siren of the Pres- 
ident Arthur was sounded as a warning 
to visitors to go ashore. Some paid at- 
tention and struggled through to the 
am but a majority seemed to pay no 

eed either ‘to the siren or the contin- 
uous chorus, ‘All ashore. 

Several policemen fought their way 
down the narrow gplanks and assist- 
ed in getting visitors ashore. Some cloth- 
ing was torn in the process of getting 
on and off, but in the main it was a 
good-natured crowd. One police ser- 
joes who had been along the water 

mt for twenty-one years, said that he 
had never before in his experience, seen 
such a great crowd as that which 
stormed the American Palestine pier. It 
was estimated that 2,500 automobiles 
were parked in the vicinity of the pier. 

The exercises on the pier began with 
the playing of ‘‘The Star-Spangled Ban- 
ner’ and the singing of ‘‘Hatikvah.’’ 
The latter was impressive, for the vast 
audience joined in and drowned out 
other noises on the pier. So, too, was 
the singing of the Rev..Josef Rosenblatt, 
the cagtor, whose voice brought quiet. 
A telegram of congratulation from 
Nathan Straus, who had planned to be 
present, was read. Another came from 
the Union of Orthodox Rabbis. 

Rabbi M. S. Margolies, honorary Pres- 
ident of the Union of Orthodox Rabbis 
of the United States and Canada, de- 
clared that the sailing of the President 

ur marked a new era, Other 
speakers were David Yellin, Vice Mayor 
of Jerusalem, who spoke .

“That story in The Herald Tribune,” 
sald Mr. Wilcox, “is largely hot air. 
As for this man Turner, I never knew 
such a man existed until I read about 
him in the newspapers. Hettrick I did 
know as a lawyer slightly some time 
ago before he got into trouble and I 


have not seen him for years. I could 
not tell offhand today whether the Ser- 
vice Bus Corporation bought those ma- 
chines through him or not, just as if I 
went into a shoe store I would not know 
who was suiting me shoes. But:-if he 
did, what does it matter? 

“By. M. Howe controls patents on a 
type of English bus whose great fac- 
tor is that its depreciation is almost 
negligible as compared with others. 
That led to my interest in this matter. 
I know the day of the bus has come, 
not only in New York, but everywhere. 
Since there was so much talk of the 
failure to build subways and the ad- 
ditional transportation needed here, we 
formed this company to operate buses 
and we made our application for routes.

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THE PRESIDENT FORCED TO 
FIGHT. \, 

Mr. Coo.ipGz is not a man to seek 
a quarrel. But if one is thrust upon 
him he will hold up his end of it. He 
has striven to be on good terms with 
the Senate. In his Inaugural Address 
he went out of his way to speak of 
Congress as the most ‘* independent 
“and effective legislative body in the 
‘* world.” He added that “it is, and 
should be, jealous of its prerogative.’’ 
But in this He was limiting himself 
explicitly to ‘‘ legislative affairs.” It 
is not a legislativé affair when the 
Senate undertakes to prevent the 
President from forming an Adminis- 
tration to his own mind. On that 
issue, Mr. Coouipar is ready to take 
up the cudgels. He accepts the fight 
which the Senate has forced upon 
him, sends in again the nomination of 
Mr. Warren. to be Attorney General- 
and demands another vote on it. 

The previous vote of the Senate did 
- not positively reject Mr. WarrREN. It 
simply failed to confirm ‘him. of 
course, the subtle parliamentary point 
can be made that by laying on the table 
the motion to reconsider the Warren 
nomination the Senate estopped fur- 
ther action on it. This may be left to 
the metaphysicians of the Senate, who 
will doubtless be ready to debate it 
from the rising of fhe sun to the 
going down thereof. But even if 
there had been an outright rejection of 
Mr. Warren, there is no reason why 
the President should not send in his 
name again. He is entitled to let the 
Senate know in this emphatic way 
that he proposes to select his own. 
Attorney General, and that unless 
substantial proof of lack of ability or 
want of character can be adduced 
against the nominee he means to 
cleave to him. The President can ap- 
peal from the Senate drunk to the 
‘Senate sober. There was the same 


hullabaloo about the nomination of |: 


Mr. Stone to be a Justice of the Su- 
Ppreme Court. But when he was 
finally allowed to meet his enemies in 
the gate—that is, in the Judiciary 
Committee—he was able to scatter 
them like Autumn leaves. Mr. War- 
REN may be able to do as well. 

There is another thing which Mr. 
CooLtipceE must grapple with in the 
spirit of a fighting man. This is the 
spineless leadership of his own party 
in the Sendte and the woeful absence 


of the boasted fitness of the Repub- 
lican Party to rule. : 
In the Senate cloakrooms there 

already pained talk about the Presi- 
dent having shown too little regard for 
"the “ dignity’ of the Senate. It is 
said that no one should dream of 
questioning its deliberate Judgment on 
the Warren nomination. Sir Oracle 
has spoken, therefore let no dog in 
the White Housé bark. But there 
are at least two opinions about the 
dignity of the Senate. To be touchy 
about it is too much like a merchant 
showing himself oversensitive about 
his commercial Standing. It‘ provokes 
the belief that either will hardly bear 
looking into, But there is certainly 
such a thing as the dignity of the 
Government of the United States. 
When the Senate, by its procedure, 
openly flouts this and throws itself 
in the way of the President when hé 
sets about organizing his own Admin- 
istration, for which ‘he is directly re- 
sponsible to the people, it only ex- 


85| poses itself to the reproach that it 


would be better not to be so terribly 
dignified and to be a little more 
decent.

Not far from the mountain -where 
Prometheus was said to have been 
bound to the rock and in sight.of 
Mount Ararat, the Russian officials 
visiting Transcaucasia reviewed a 
procession of 8,000 orphan Armenian 
children, most of whom, but for the 
care of the Near East Relief, sup- 
ported largely by American contribu- 
tions, would have perished along with 
the hundreds of thousands of their 
own race who were massacred or who 
died of exposure or starvation. Driven 
out of their ancestral homes in Tur- 


other | key, many thousands have found shel- 


ter in Russian Armenia. The stone 
buildings which were once barracks 
for the Russian soldiers at Alexan- 
dropol were turned over to the Near 
East Relief for the care of 15,000 or 
more of the orphans, and thousands 
were provided for in buildings appro- 
priated for their use in Tiflis, Erivan, 
Batoum and other Transcaucasian 
centres. . 

Their number has been gradually re- 
duced by placing out in Armenian fam- 
ilies, but there are still thousands for 
whom homes cannot be found and who 
are not old enough to earn a livelihood 
even if they had opportunity.. Rus- 
sian Armenia is supporting as many 
people as it can, unless an industrial 
development is made possible, or a 
more intensive agricultural expansion. 
For the one water power is needed 
and for the other irrigation: There is 
an adequate water supply available in 
@& great lake lying several thousand 
feet above the plains if only there 
were financial means to bring it down 
for use in the factories and fields. 
One such irrigation canal forty miles 
long has just been completed and will 
bring many added thousands of acres 
under cultivation, but this is only a 
beginning. If full use could be made 
of the water and if Russian Armenia 
could be extended to the bounds that 
existed even at the close of the World 
War, it would be possible for this 
little land to gather at the foot of 
Ararat most, if not all, of those exiles 
scattered over the earth who desire to 
be with their kin again. ¥

The reunification of China is gener- 
ally understood to mean an attempt to 
bring together the three virtually in- 
dependent sections of South China, 
where Dr. Sun has been the dominant 
figure; Central China, which nomi- 
nally obeys whatever Government 
may happen to be in power at 
Peking, and Manchuria, where C#anc 
Ts0-LIN is entrenched. But with the 
exception of Manchuria there is no 
Internal unity even within the sep- 
arate parts of the country. In the 
south Dr. Sun and General CHENG 
have alternately been chasing each 
other out of Canton. Further north 
we have had the hurly-burly of the 
last three years. ‘The unification of 
China thus involves more than re- 
gional separatigm. It must deal with 
factional and personal ambitions. 

Unhappily. for China, the second 
factor is now uppermost. Leaders 
of the stature of Sun YAT-SEN may 
couple national policy with ambition. 
The smaller men are actuated by the 
most sordid motives. China’s civil 
wars have been largely fought with 
cash. Last year the task of reunifica- 
tion was undertaken by Wu PzI-rv, 
whose honesty is generally fecognized 
and whose courage has _ received 
tribute even from his Japanese 6p- 
ponents. For a time it seemed that 
he would succeed. Suddenly the sit- 
uation changed. Wu's chief lieuten- 
ant, the Christian General FEna, 
ousted the 
President, and declared against Wu 
and for CHANG and SuN. Ostensibly 
this was done out of a desire to termi- 
nate civil warfare and to bring about 
the reunification of the country. Actu- 
ally FENG was bought with huge sums 
of money raised in Manchuria. His be- 
trayal of Wu had been arranged 
months~before Wy took the field. It 
adds nothing to the clarity of the 
situation that at the present moment 
CHANG TsO-LIN should be extremely 
suspicious of General Fenac. The lat- 
ter is accused of not delivering the 
goods in return for the $5,000,000 he 
is supposed to have received. He 
had been hired to put Wv out of 
business, and this he did. But it was 
not part of the Chang plan that Frna 
should make himself master at 
Peking. . 

At the same time it should be noted 
that in a country of civil strife and 
official banditry economic life has 
somehow managed to adjust itself 
and to carry on. The year 1922 wit- 
nessed new high points in China’s 
foreign commerce. Exports and im- 
ports attained the respectable sum of 
$1,310,000,000. The following year 
showed a further increase of nearly 
$100,000,000 in exports. When the 
figures for 1924 are available they 
may show a continued growth despite 
the fact that it was a war year. All 
this helps tp explain why the mass 
of the Chinese people remain fairly 
indifferent to their leaders’ games. 


THE PROTOCOL BY FOOT-RULE. 

Said Exrmv Roor last December, 
speaking of the Geneva Protocol: 
“You must not seek to measure the 
“ progress of nations by the foot-rule 
“of our short lives; you must think 
‘*in terms of generations and. cen> 
‘*turles.’”” From the first many who 
gave their best efforts to framing the 
protocol were aware that it contained, 
provisions unworkable at present. Sir 
Ceci Hurst pointed out at the time 
that the provision for compulsory ar- 
bitration could be accepted by Eng- 
land only with ‘reservations. The 
British Dominions affixed their signa- 
tures at the last moment and under 
pressure of opinion in the Assembly, 
though repelled by the Japanese 
amendment, which, rightly or wrong- 
ly, they interpreted as opening up the 
question of domestic jurisdiction over 
immigration. England has never re- 
covered from the effect of Lord Par- 
“moor’s loose statement that the pro- 
tocol places her fleet ‘‘ at the service 
of ’’ the League. Then there was the 
threat to the good-will of the United- 
States. No less than the Dominions, 
we were alarmed by the Japanese 
amendment. And in effect the proto- 
col imposed upon us, without our con- 
sent, the obligation to arbitrate on 
pain of being attacked as an “ agékres- 
sor.” Yet even as Mr. CHAMBER: AIN 
declared that*Great ‘Britain could not 
accept the protocol *’ as it stands,’’ 
he voiced the assurance which he has 
repeatedly given that she approves the 
principlé which it embodies, has al- 
ready progressed far on its paths of 
arbitration and armament reduction, 
and stands ready as occasion serves to 
collaborate in perfecting it. 

For the time being the British Gov- 
ernment favors “ knitting together ’’ 
nations or groups of nations by-means 
of treaties “ purely defensive.”” These 
should be “framed in the. spirit of 
the Covenant ’’ and work “in close 
‘‘ harmony with the League and un- 
“der its guidance.’” Reshaping the 
protocol means delay. Regional agree- 
ments within the Covenant for 
strengthening it_in action afférd the 
quickest ‘‘ remedy for our present 
ills,’” the surest ‘{ safeguard against 
future calamities.’’ Precisely what 
form these will take is the pressing 
problem of European diplomacy. 
France favors an alliance with Eng- 
land and Belgium which would in- 
sure the pregent status in Poland. 
England is inclined to see in this a 
revival of ancient animosities, a re-

would prefer to include Germany as 
@ member of the “ regional ’’ pact to 
Preserve peace. That, certainly, is 
the solution more nearly in the spirit 
of the Covenant. With Germany a 
member of the League and acting in 
good faith, the peace of Western Eu- 
Tope would be assured. That is also 
in full accord with the spirit of the 
protocol. It may prove that the 
longer way round is the shorter way 
home. 

In any case high credit is due to 
the nations that framed the protocol 
and are pressing forward to perfect 
it. ‘* The greatest contributions to 
the history of world peace,’’ said Mr. 
Roor, “are the negotiations and the 
** exchanges that have failed in their 
“immediate object. The man who

THE CALL OF PLATTSBURG. 
Addressing the Citizens’ Military 

Training Camp at Plattsburg last Au- 
gust, General PERSHING said: ‘* There 
**is nothing militaristic about this 
“training.. It is entirely voluntary, 
“building first healthy bodies and 
“then minds. This training will 
“enable you to have some concep- 
“tion of the requirements of a 
‘country Hke ours in time of an 
** emergency.’’ If the course at Platts- 
burg were militaristic, In the sense in 
which the word is used by the theoret- 
ical pacifists, Bishop MaNNING would 
not have been present, and with him 
leaders of industry, at the dinner at 
the Harvard Club on Wednesday night 
to discuss the training camps. They 
will open as usual this Summer in all 
the corps areas of the country. Even 
if this generation does not see another 
war, the fibre of American citizenship 
will be stronger for voluntary atten- 
dance at the training camps. They are 
schools of mianhood and character; 
instruction in the manual of arms and 
simple’ manoeuvres is incidental. As 
the years pass memories of the mili- 
tary exercises may become dim, but 
never will the personal associations 
of Plattsburg be forgotten. Friend- 
ships are formed, all that is best in 
ingenuous youth is fostered. To the 
end of life Plattsburg is something to 
talk about with enthusiasm: the dem- 
ocratic spirit of the place, the drills 
and hikes, the sports of water, field 
and forest, the historic inspiration, and 
glorious Lake Champlain, on whose 
flood the far-stretching peaks of the 
Green Mountains and the Adirondacks 
look down. To be a graduate of the 
Citizens’ Military Training Camp is a 
distinction. Fortunate the young man 
who can spend one or more vacations 
there. Four will qualify him for a 
commission in the Officers’ Reserva 
Corps. 

There are no finer officers and gen- 
tlemen than the instructors at Platts- 
burg, the flower of West Point, the 
pick of the Reserve Corps, vying with 
one another to fashion thé candidates 
from all walks of life into volunteer 
soldiers and better citizens. Platts- 
burg has its lecture rooms and 
church services as well as its érill 
grounds and rifle ranges. The work 
of the instructors ts not well done 
unless the improvement of _ their 
charges {is progressive. Inspector 
General Heumick “cf the United 
States Army made this little speech 
when he visited Plattsburg last Au- 
gust: 

I want you officerg to feel that you 
have not done your duty if at the 
end of the very first day, and of 
every day, the boys you have noted 
as most in need of improvement have 
not braced up perceptibly, breathing 
deeper, standing straighter, if they 
are not gladder of being alive. 

Last year saw the busiest, the most 
successful Plattsburg since 1917. 
Prospects for the: Summer of 1925 are 
of the brightest. Congress increased 
the military training camps appropri- 
ation from $2,320,000 to $3,127,471 
(the budget estimate). In our Second 
Corps Area an attendance of 4,700 at 
the camps is expected. Most-of the 
candidates will be seen at Plattsburg. 
The Government pays for transpor- 
tation, uniforms, shelter and food, and 
provides for recreation in the open 
and under cover, including concerts, 
band music and dancing. Instruc- 
tional duty will be limited to five 
hours a day. Saturday afternoon and 
Sunday will be devoted to relaxation 
and sports. A salient feature of life 
at Plattsburg is the distribution of 
awards and medals for soldierly 
efficiency, marksmanship and excel- 
lence in prorts. The enrolment this 
year already promises to exceed that 
of 1924.

OUR WORK FOR PEACE. 


Coolldge’s Declaration Is Contrasted 
With That of a Canadian. 


"o the Editor of The New York Times: 
President Coolidge’s address to the 
Women’s Conference on National De- 
fense as Peace’ Insurance in Washing- 
ton this week makes me think of the 
address made before the Fourth Assem- 
bly of the League of Nations last Oc- 
tober by the representative. of the Ca- 
nadian Government. 

Mr. Coolidge in his address said: 


I feel safe in saying also that our 
country does not wish for weakness. 
The only enduring peace must be the 
peace ‘of law, of order, of security 

Such a-peace we wish for 


ourselves, we devoutly to 


and 
family of nations. 


As to how we were going to con- 
tribute to the maintenance of that peace 
President Co-idge was not as @efinite 
as M. Dandurand, the desrgate of Can- 
ada, was, when from the « bune of the 
Assembly of the League, and speaking 
in the presence of the representatives of 
fifty-five nations of the world, le spoke 
for the Dominion of Canada _ these 
words taken from the official records 
ef the Fourth Assembly of the League: 


We have already demonstrated that 
in times of serious crisis we have a full 
appreciation of our international 're- 
sponsibilities. Canada, in complete in- 

ependence, entered the great war out 
of sentiment, not out of interest or 
necessity,-and today she is raising in 
taxes for the payment of interest on 
her war debt and war pensions a sum 
exceeding her whole annual revenues 
before the war. Nearly 500,000 men 
out of a population of 8,000,000, crossed 
the Atlantic, and 60, of them did 
not return. 

en the war was over we signed 
at Versailles the covenant of the 
League of Nations. We will be loyal 
to that covenant. We are not forget- 
ful, however, of the conditions under 
which we signed it. Canada was then 
far from thinking that she would have 
the whole burden of representing 
North America when appeals would 
come to our continent for.assistance 
in maintaining peace in Europe. 

The falling away of the United 
States has increased, in our eyes, the 
risks assumed, and the history of Eu- 
rope in the past five years has_ not 
vous such as to lessen that apprehen- 
sion. 

The heavy sacrifices to which we 
agreed for the re-establishment of 
peace in Europe led us to reflect on 
what the future might hold in store. 

May I be permitted to add. that in 
this association of mutual insurance 
ee fire the risks assumed by the 
different States are not equal? We live 
in a fireproof house, far from inflam- 
mable materials. A vast ocean sepa- 
rates us from Europe. Canada there- 
fore believed it to be her duty to seek 
a precise interpretation of what < 
peared to her to be the definite obli- 
gations, included in Article X. of the 
covenant, ° ; 

We besought you to make more pre- 
cise the scope of the obligations flow- 
ing from this clause, in order that 
the geographical situation and special 
conditions of each State might be 
taken into account, and that it would 
appear quite clearly that our own 
Parliament retained the decision as to 
the measure of its participation in the 
conflict. That interpretation secured 
the support of the Fourth Assembly 
with a single dissenting vote. 


The Canadian delegate closed that dec- 
laration of loyalty to the treaty agree- 
ment with which the allied and asso- 
clated powers closed the war with the 
assurance to. the nations in the League 
that Canada& would continue with the 
fullest sympathy to cooperate to find 
the “most certain method of insuring 
the peace of the world.”’ 

In the light of those official declara- 
tions, may I quote another sentence from 
President Coolidge’s address to the 
Women's. Conference on National De- 
fense, and suggest briefly, why it has 
an especial interest at this time? The 
President declared: 

It is true we have not stopped wars. 
But it is also true that there is today 
a more definite and more .widely en- 
tertained conception than ever before 
of the possibility to prevent war under 
an effective rule of law. 

Can there be any question as to the 
accuracy of that statement, when we 
realize that fifty-five nationg have been 
living under the covenant of the League 
of Nations for five years and that under 
that covenant they pledge themselves to 
respect the territorial integrity. of the 
other members of the League against 
external aggression? Courageous Can- 
ada, like many of the other nations of 
the world, signed that covenant at the 
close of the World War, and then as a 
member asked for the interpretation of 
the meaning of Article X. that was s0 
eloquently and clearly explained in the 
sentence I have quoted. President Cool- 


idge assured the- ladies assembled in 
Washington that ‘‘our country does not 
or WwW ess’’! Is it for that, 
among other reasons, that he has se- 
lected for his Secretdry of State that 
friend of the late President Harding, the 
Hon.’ Frank B. Kellogg, ‘who while a 
member of the United States Senate was 
definitely in favor of the United States 

oming a full member of the e 
of Nations? . 

Just as M. Dandurand assured the 
nations of the League that Canada was 
loyal to the responsibilities of world 
peace of the covenant, so Mr. Kellogg, 
while a Senator, declared to the Senate: 

We are undoubtedly. interested. in 
preventing Germany from in be- 
coming a world menace and main- 
taining. the gg | of certain nations 
which “have been formed through the

Challenges Propriety of Asking. 
People to Build a Church 


Other Than Their Own. 


Calis Plan a Reproduction of the 
Medieval and an Anachro- 
nism Here. 


The propriety of asking persons who 
are not Episcopalians, or who even are 
non-Christians, ‘to contribute to the. 
building of the Cathedral of St. John 
the Divine is challenged by Dr. Felix 
Adler, founder of the New York Society 
for Ethical Culture, in an article in The 
Standard, a publication of the American 
Ethical Union. Dr, Adler says it is 
“nothing less than astounding to me 
that the people of New York are re- 
quested to give financia] help toward 
the erection of a church whether or not 
they believe what is being taught there- 
in,”’ 

“If a wealthy neighbor of mine pro- 
posed to erect a beautiful house for the 
use of himself and his family, and 
finding that the cost. were somewhat 
beyond his means, should ask me to 
contribute from my own savings, on the 
ground that the residence, when com- 
pleted, will be an ornament to the oity, 
I should certainly be somewhat aghast 
at so atartling a requést,” he says. 
“atid if he should add that he will 
occasionally invite me to his musical 
soirées and admit me to view his pic- 
tures, I should probably answer—‘Yes, 
your residence may be and ought to be 
an ornament to the city, every private 
building ought to be considered from 
that point of view; but it is after all 
your house, is it not? Why then do you 
ask me to help you build your home?’ ”’ 


Attacks It as a Civic Centre. 


Taking up the announcement that the 
building of the cathedral was a civic 
enterprise and that the church would. 
be a civic centre in which all activities; 
including labor ‘unions and the crafts, 
would have their stations, Dr. Adler 
said the decisive question was whether 
a church of a single denomination, and 
that a fraction of the city’s population, | 
was fitted to be the civic centre, 

“For it is not a great hall that is to 
be erected,’”’ he adds, “but a«¢hurch, 
and what is taught in that church, what 
the church stands for, is by no means 
universally accepted.’’ z : 

There appears in the minds of some 
persons to be a vague remembrance of 
the building of the Cathedral of Char- 
tres, says Dr. Adler. That was a great 
civic enterprise, for there was a single 
religion in France in those days, and 
the guilds had their stations, each guild 
also having its patron saint. The pres- 
ence of labor organizations was not an 
anomaly at Chartres, he says, adding: 

“But ‘can any one say there would be 
the same connection between the 
and activities of the labor unions of 
New York and the doctrines of the 
apostolic succession and the rest? One 
wonders which saint the Plumbers 
Union, for instance, would select or the 
Amalgamated Garment Workers, for- 
sooth!’ 

After remarking that there were two 
kinds of materialism, the grosser kind 
and the finer kind, Dr. Adler grants the 
necessity of dignified externals, but says 
that “‘if we are asked to contribute to 
a religious edifice for the sake of its 
external ees agp mente ignoring the kind 
of spiritual atmosphere that fills it, 
ignoring our dissent from what is taught 


in the edifice, this to m is ma-

terialism of a finer kind, but. material- 
ism still. And materialism cannot be 
conquered by materialism, whether it be 
gross or fine.”’ 


Calis It an Anachronism. 


“There are grave misgivings in many 
minds whether from the point of view 
of art the completion of the cathedral 
is desirable. Is it, as planned, instinct 
with new life? Is it a genuinely Amer- 
ican product?’ Does it in the domain 
of religious architecture express an 
original intent comparable to what 
American genius is achieving in other 
fields of art? 

“Do we get in it the note of stre 
and striving, at least the strength 
brave striving? Is it not rather a re- 
production, with whatever modifications, 
of a medieval cathedral? And is not a 
‘medieval church pianted on Morning- 
side Heights a good deal of an 
anachronism?” 4

If the army and navy 
are let alone they will continue in the 
game old way. Older naval officers 
wept when the Osfriesland was sunk by 
bombs in recent tests. They wept be- 
cause the old order waz passing. 

“Frontiers are abolished in the air,” 
General Mitchell asserted. ‘Milwaukee 
is as much a frontier as is New York 
City, so it is vital that we have a force 
to combat an invader.’’ 

General Mitchell said that the defense 
needs of America would be met with 
3,500 airplanes, a much _ smaller force 
than that maintained by France. At 
present we have seventeen first-class 
pursuit planes and no first-class bomb- 
ing planes, he went on; but even second- 
class bombing planes are capable of 
smashing up the best of battleships in 
from two to three minutes. 

“It will be in the air, not.on land or 
water, that America must protect her- 
self in future wars,’’ was the General’s 
parting shot.

In_one thing we have been entirely 
disappointed. At no time have we en- 
countered a large mass of Sargassum 
weed. This is torn apart by the heavy 
seas and it will be necesary for us to 
return here in July for more favorable

This most fortunate of scientific: ex- 
peditions having two fields of study will 
shortly get up steam for Panama, where 
we shall coal about.March 27. and then 
roceed through the canal for submar- 
ne —— of the Humboldt Current and 
reinvestigation of the Galapagos Islands.

Tells How. Americans Found Tomb. 
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CAIRO,. March 12.—The Egyptian Gov- 
ernment has issued a communiqué giving 
adfitional details regarding the Har- 
vard-Boston expedition’s discovery at 
Giza. It says that recently, exactly 


mid and about 200 yards distant from 
the pyramid, a patch of white mortar 
was observed. When it was removed a 


layer of rectangular limestone blocks 
appeared. Under these were other simi- 
lar sa fei tightly mortared together. It 
was found on going deeper that these 
blocks filled up a stairway cut in the 
rock, which led down into a shaft cut in 
the rock, which in turn led down into a 
shaft also filled with mortar blocks. 

The top of the shaft was then cleared 
and at the surface it was seen that 
hugh pieces of native rock had been 
used to make the ground appear to be 
untouched. Eight meters down the shaft 
a small recess was discovered, the en- 
trance to which was blocked up. When 
it was opened a sacrifice, consisting of a 
bulls’ head and feet wrapped in.a reed 
mat, was found, 

At a depth of twenty-six meters was 
reached the level ceiling of the burial 
chamber, which was sealed with stone 
blocks. A few blocks having been re- 
moved, it was possible to look inside. 
Here was obviously for the first time in 
history the excavation of a magnificent, 
untouched burial chamber of the fourth 
dynasty, about 5,000 years old. 

The chamber is roughly six meters 
long and four wide. At the east side is 
a beautiful, though undecorated, alabas- 
ter sarcophagus, with a four-handled lid 
still in position.

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LONDON, March 12.—The cost of the 
suit Mrs. Dorothy Muriel Dennistoun is 
bringing against her ex-husband, Colonel 
Dennistoun, now married to the Dowager 
Countess of Carnarvon, is estimated al- 
ready as £10,000 or £12.000.

DEPUTY ACCUSES 
“PASCISTI OF GRAFT 


Charges Mage in the Chamber 
Are Followed by Riotous Scenes 
and a Few Blows. 


GOVERNMENT WINS A VOTE 


~ 


Internal Policy’ Is Approved by a 
Large Majority After Defense 
by Federzoni. 
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ROME, March 12.—By a large majority 
the Chamber again voted confidence in 
the Government’s internal policy today 
after a long, exciting sitting which was 
a continuous riot from beginning to end. 
It was with difficulty that the President 
of the Chamber succeeded in re-estab- 
lishing silence sufficiently for Signor 
Federzoni, Minister of Internal Affairs, 
to make a statement. which preceded 
the vote. ; 

Of greater importance than the vote 
on internal policy was the vote on two 
motions, one praising, the other censur- 
ing, the Government’s action in dissolv- 
ing the Board of Direction of the Ex- 
Combatants’ Association. The Fascist 
motion approving the Government's ac- 
tion was approved by a large majority 
while the motion disapproving had oly 
four favorable votes despite the fact 
that the motion was signed by six ex- 
combatant Deputies. 

Today's sitting was agitated mainly 
through the activities of the Communists, 
who overlooked no occasion to create 
incidents. Especially stormy was the 
sitting during the speech by the Cum- 
munist Deputy Maffi, who accused some 
former Under Secretaries in the Fascist 
Cabinet of having profited by their posi- 
tions and stated the Fascisti generally 
were dishonest and not to be trusted. 

Several times during Maffi’s epeech 
Fascist. Deputies, either singly or in 
groups, attempted to reach the orator 
with obviously bellicose intentions. Ser- 
geants-at-Arms were kept busy protect- 
ing the orator, while the President.of the 
Chamber had the greatest difficulty in 
dominating the noise. Comparative 
silence was not re-established until Maffi 
finished his speech' and Federzoni rose 
to speak. 

Federzoni defended the Government's 
internal policy, saying any adverse 
criticism was completely destroyed by 
facts which showed Italy was progress- 
ing, prospering and happy. The coun- 
try, he said, never had been as peaceful 
as now. . 

He also justified the Government’s ac- 
tion in suppressing the Board of Di- 
rection of the Excombatant’s Associa- 
tion, saying the position had became 
impossible and some radical step had 


become imperative. -It was absurdity, 
he said, tnat the Government should al- 
low an association to. wage war against 
the Government with Government 
Federzoni was warmly applauded.

GERMAN CENTRISTS. 


Upset Coalition Plans of. the 
Nationalists by Flat Refusal 
to Support Gessler. 


JARRES -RIGHT’S FAVORITE 


Democrats Still In Doubt Whether to 
Support Marx or Braun or Nomi- 
nate Their Own Man. 


BY T. R. YBARRA. 
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BERLIN, March 12.—The Centrists to- 
night ended the suspense as to their 
Presidential candidate by sticking to 
their original intention of running ex- 
Chancellor - Marx. This automatically 
killed the idea advanced by the Nation- 
alsts and others of having War Minis- 
ter Gessler as a candidate of a coalition 
composed, of the Rightward parties, 
Centrists and Democrats. 

The parties of the Right, with the ex- 
ception of the Vélkisch Extremists, will 
now undoubtedly back as their candidate 
ex-Minister of Interior Jarres. The 








Democrats will most probably support 
either Marx or the Socialist candidate 
Braun. But there is still a bare possi- 
bility that the Democrats may nominate 
a man of their own. 

The Centrist decision to back Marx 
came this evening after a dramatic lit- 
tle scene. The Centrist leader Fehren- 
bach told representatives of the Nation- 
alists, People’s Party, Bavarian People’s 
Party and the Economic Alliance—consti- 
tuting together the Right bloc—that he 
needed one hour to confer with the other 
Centrist leaders before the important 
question of the Centrist choice for a Pres- 
idential candidate could be decided. The 
Rightward leaders, however, ‘feeling 
themselves doubtless in a pretty strong 
position, refused to allow him the re- 
quested time, demanding instead an im- 
mediate answer. Thereupon Fehrenbach, 
after a hurried conterence with other 
prominent Centrists, aramatically an- 
swered: ‘‘We refuse to back your man, 
Gessler. We shall back Marx.’’ 

Thus the March 29 election ‘seems re- 
duced to a three-cornered fight among 
Jarres,-Marx and Braun, wherein none 
can get the required absolute majority. 
Assuming this to be true, it will mean 
that a second election on April 26 must 
be held, wherein only a relative ma- 
gine d is required.

“They were engaged for three or four 
years,"’ said Mr. Medina. ‘‘Mr. Keyser 
had taken an interest in the blind girl 
for a great many years. He put her 
through Barnard College, from which 
she graduated with high honors in 1922 
in spite of her blindness. Their interest 
and affection developed into an engage- 
ment about three years ago. Just why 
@ man at his advanced age should 
think it well to prolong an engagement 
is something that I don’t know. At any 
rate the engagement had been duly an- 
nounced and the fact that it existed was 
known to many. There was never any’ 
interruption of their affection.

The first of these was a 
desire to remove the Music and Art 
Centre from politics and the second a 
wish to create on the Jerome’ Park 
Reservoir tract in the Bronx an archi- 
tectural scheme that’ would be uniform 
in design and not marred by buildings 
Pe propriate in their appearance or 

use, 

e recommendation, Mr. -Hutnan said, 
would be forwarded to the Mayor as 
Chairman of the Board of Sinking Fund 
Commissioners in a few days.

“Either the word has been deleted 
wherever the Bible gives it favorable 
mention or its meaning has been 
changed,”’ said Mr. Fox. 

He pointed to the uotation about 
David dealing out ‘‘a gake of bread and 
a good piece of flesh and a flagon of 
wine,’’ and then to the Shorter Bible’s 
“a roll of bread, a portion of meat and 
a cake of raisins.”’ 

The Prophet Isalah’s reference to the 

. children of Israel looking to other gods 

and ‘“‘loving flagons of wine’’ appears 
in the Shorter Bible as ‘‘although they 
turn to other gods and loved to eat 
raisin cakes at their festivals.’’ 

On the other hand, Mr. Fox declared, 
unfavorable references to wine are re- 
tained. The Shorter Bible contains the 
phrases: ‘“‘Wine is a mocker,’’ ‘‘Strong 
drink is turbulent,’’ ‘‘So look not on 
wine when it is red’’ and ‘‘Be careful 
not to d any wine or intoxicating 
drink."’ 

The editors also have written new 
readings for the various chapters. The 
Song of Solomon is entitled ‘Love and 
Marriage, the characters being ‘‘the 
lover’ and ‘‘the maiden” 
bridegroom’’ and ‘the bride.”

FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Irregular Recovery on Stock 
Exchange—Sterling Higher, 
Francs Slightly Lower. 


Yesterday's markets were made up of; 
@ very irregular recovery in stocks, of 
a brief advance in grain prices, fol- 
lowed by a still larger decline, and of 
a distinctly strong movement in sterling. 
The Stock Exchange recovery 
to reflect both repurchases by specula- 
tive sellers on the recent decline and 
moderate resumption of thefr activities 
by the professional groups operating in 
certain stocks, Advances scored in sqme 
of these ranged from 2 to 7 points, but 
the movement had no'great influence on 
the general market; where, however, 
the closing range of prices averaged 
fractionally higher. Although 
shares did not move in unison, they no 
doubt gave reflection to the complete 
report on January earnings. The per- 
centage of net income earned on tenta- 
tive property valuation is more than 1 
per cent. above the result in any cor 
resporiding month under the Transpor- 
tation act. This is the more encour- 
aging from the fact that part of the in- 
crease came from actually reduced ex- 
penses in a month when operating con- 
ditions, in a considerable part of the 
country, were distinctly unfavorable. 

No change in the money and credit 
situation “was indicated by the weekly 
Reserve Bank statements, unless the 
New’ York bank’s increase of $31,300,000 
in reserves held for member banks, as 
against the $45,200,000 decrease a 
week before, were to be so regarded. 
Rediscounts increased both at the New 
York bank and in the system as a 
whole, but the really interesting part of 
the showing was again the evidence of 
sale of its holdings of short-term Gov- 
ernment obligations by the New York 
Reserve Bank. These have been re- 
duced $2,500,000 in the week, $52,500,- 
000 since the year began and $86,900,- 
000 from the high point of-last Decem- 
ber. The absorption of private bank 
funds through such sales has been an 
influence of some importance in keep- 
ing money rates above last year’s low 
level. : 

Sterling advanced nearly one full cent, 
to the highest rate in a month. It has 
risen 4 cents since the end of February, 
and at yesterday’s closing price was less 
than 2% cents under the high point 
reached in January. 4 This undoubtedly 
reflects the movement of foreign capi- 
tal into the open London money market 
since the rate at the Bank of England 
and for discounts in Lombard Street ad- 
vanced a week ago. The reduction of 
nearly $100,000,000’ in Great Britain’s 
February excess of imports, as com- 
pared with either of the two preceding 
months, must have been a contributory 
influence; it will lend fresh interest to 
the movement of sterling, which ad- 
vanced 10 cents in the four weeks after 
the middle of last March. The franc 
lost ground slightly. Cable dispatches, 
reporting 890,000,000 francs excess of ex- 
ports in the foreign trade of France dur-

Net 
income available for dividends last year 
was $20,784,870,. the largest in the com- 
pany’s history. After allowing for regu- 
lar dividends on the preferred stock, the 
company reported a balance equal to 
$9.02 a share, earned on outstanding 
junior securities of $50 par. 

After paying $12,202,675 in cash divi- 
dends on the junior stocks outstanding, 
the company added $5,420,212 to the sur- 
plus account. .The report points out that 
for every dollar. paid out of earnings in 
common dividends last year 43 cents 
was put back into the business.

Production of crude oil in the United 
States ‘last week averaged 1,944,450 
barrels daily, according to figures com- 
piled by the American Petroleum In- 
stitute. This is a gain of 700 barrels 
over the previous week, when the av- 
erage was 1,943,750.‘ Last year 1,916,450 
barrels were produced in the corre- 
sponding period. 

A sharp drop in production was re- 
corded in Oklahoma, where output fell 
off ‘7,950 barrels daily,“ Another drop 
of 3,800. barrels was reported in East 
Central Texas. These declines, however, 
were more than offset by the gains re- 
ported in Wyoming, Montana and Colo- 
rado, California, the Gulf Coast district 
and Arkansas.

WOMEN ARRESTED: 
AFTER AUTO CHASE 


Three, Aobited of Store Theft, 
Are Seized After Race in 
Riverside Drive. 


IGNORE SHOTS BY POLICE 


Collisions Barely Averted In Thick 
Traffic—Fur Coat and Collar 
Thrown From Car. 


An automobile chase through the 
traffic of lower Riverside Drive, in 
which a policeman on the pursuing car 
-| fired more-tharf a score of shots, ended 
last night with the arrest of the three 
women occupants-of the fleeing automo- 
bile on charges of grand larceny. 

The two cars zigzagged among the 
lines of vehicles, whirled around cor- 
ners, with the policeman firing inter- 
mittently in an effort to-puncture a tire 
on the fleeing car. More than a dozen 
other cars followed. Several times col- 
lisions were narrowly averted. 

The three women were locked up in 
the West 100th Street Station, charged 
with stealing a dress valued at $89 
from the store of Mrs. Peggy Roth at 
2,447. Broadway. They were Lillian 
Martin, Mary Brown and Ruth John- 
stone, all of 124 West Seventy-second 
Street. All three were well gowned and 
attractive, and all said they were 
married. The car in which-they fled 
was the property of Mrs. Johnstone. 
bow denied any connection with the

According to Mrs. Roth, three women 
drove up to her shop, which is between 
Ninetieth and Ninety-first Street, shortly 
after 6 o’clock.

The women, after ex 
amining several. articles, including the 
dress, left the store.

The two women got into it, 
Mrs. Roth said, and as the policeman 
was about to approach to question them, 
Mrs. Johnstone, at the wheel, stepped 
on the accelerator and the car sped 
away. Policeman Renschler fired two 
shots in the air, but the warning to halt 
was ignored. He jumped in Rodney’s 
car again, and the chase was on. 
The women’s car sped along Eighty- 
seventh Street to Riverside Drive. Half- 
way down the block a dress was hurled 
from the automobile. It was picked up 
later and identified as having been 
stolen from Mrs. Roth’s shop. Both 
‘ars turned into Riverside Drive and 
sped southward for ten blocks. Several 
other objects were thrown out by the 
women. At Seventy-seventh Street the 
womens’ car turned to the east. At the 
corner, according to Mrs. Roth, Mrs. 
Brown jumped out and ran toward an 
apartment house. She was captured by 
a policeman. The other two women in 
the fleeing automobile reached West 
End Avenue, turned the corner on two 
wheels, and with the sound of another 
volley of shots from Renschler, behind, 
headed south. With a sudden burst of 
speed the pursuing automobile caught 
up with the women’s car two blocks 
below: 

The three ee age were taken to the 
West 100th eet Police Station, where 
they were identified by the clerk as the 
women who had discussed purchases 
with her. While the women were being 
questioned the articles thrown out of the 
car were brought to the police station. 
They included a mink coat, several 
pieces of lace and a fur collar. The 
women denied any knowledge of them.
